I dents  and  suspended  seven  for  duck- 
ing and  “paddling”  Marion  Zioncheck 
student  body  president  of  the  Univer- 
sity. 

Five  varsity  football  men  were  in 
the  condemned  group. 

LONDON — Xing  George  rode 
alone  to  the  royal  opening  of  Parlia- 
ment enacte’d  at  noon  Tuesday  Queen 
Mary  remained  at  home,  in  Bucking- 
ham palace,  ill  with  a cold. 

The  king  rode,  in  his  cpach  of 
glass  and  gold  to  Westminster  along 
streets  lined  with  curious  country 
"folk  and  American  tourists. 

Garbed  in  crown  and  royal  robes, 
he  read  his  speech  from  the  throne, 
in  which  he  declared  that  “the  British 
government  was  sympathetically 
studying  -the  new  draft  of  the  treaty 
of  arbitration  with  the  U S.  to  re- 
place the  treaty  of  1908.”

\t  often  has  been  said  that  teaching  should 
have  as  its  object  the  training  of  character  as 
much  as  the  training  of  intellect.  In  an  effort
